Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other confiments: Mr. Shaefer highlighted the aspect of applicant's invention in that the 
first and second mold parts on all mold series are different. He noted that the cavities (20) in Bodmer do not appear to 
be different. The examiner suggested amending the independent claim to require differently-shaped cavities for the 
first and second injection molding pieces. (In the case of this amendment, Bodmer would no longer anticipate the 
claims.) With regard to the rejection under 35 USC 112. the examiner suggested replacing the language of "each time" 
with language more clearly supported by the specification. Per the suggested amendments, the examiner will need to 
reconsider the invention, so applicant will need to file an RCE, as a final rejection has already been issued . 
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
